CHAMBLIN CONFESSES AS HE 
GOES TO ELECTRIC CHAIR 



Portsmouth Murderer Electrocuted at 
Midnight, Makes Clean Breast of 



Columbus, Ohio, March 24. — Roy 
Chamblln of Portsmouth was put to 
doath at the Ohio Penitentiary shortly 
after midnight this morning for the 
murders of John W. Newman and Miss 
Louise Doyle, near Portsmouth, last 
October 21, Chamblln was officially 
pronounced dead at 12.09 a. m. He 
dlod calmly, a faint smile being notice- 
able as he took his seat In the death 
chair. 

A few minutes before he was tskon 
from the death annex to Uie chair 
Chamblln made a confession of the 
crime, Chaplain Reed of the prison an- 
nounced after the execution. Repudi- 
ating statements that he had tired the 
shots after some one had thrown 
rocks at him from the shack where 
the bodies were found, Chamblln, ac- 
cording to the chaplain, declared that 
he had held up Newman and Miss 
Doyle along the road near the bouse, 
took their valuables .and after com- 
pelling them to enter the house shot 
them because he feared he had been 
identified. 

In contrast with his attitude during 
tho day, Chamblln was calm at tho 
last. He walked from the annex to 
the death chamber without assistance 
and at no time appeared nervous. On 
his way to the chair he prayed quietly, 
and after he was seated attempted to 
make a statement, but faltered and 
stopped before Ills words could be un- 
derstood. 

One application of the high voltage 
current was applied, and three min- 
utes after sn attendant had thrown 
the switch W. C. Whitman, prison phy- 
sician, pronounced Chamblln dead

SONOFMAYSVIUJAN 
ATKANSAS FACTORY 

Details of the Sudden Death of E. W. 
Harding. Son of Mr. Joseph Hard. 
Ing, of this City, Told By 
Kansas Newspaper. 

The following from an Iola, Kansas, 
newspaper tells the details of the sud- 
den death of Mr. K. W. Harding, son 
of Mr. Joseph Harding, of this city, 
which occurred at a cement works at 
Mildred, Kansas, a few weeks ago: 

While "riding the wires" in pro- 
coss of doing some repair work at the 
Mildred cement plant yesterday eve- 
ning about 6 o'clock, an employee at 
the plant, Mr. E W. Harding, twenty- 
three years old, touched a part of tho 
wires where the Insulation was Imper- 
fect and 440 volts shot through his 
body. Tho electrocution was instant 
and all medical effort to restore him 
to consciousness failed. 

Roy Sleeper, coroner. Sheriff Suth- 
erland and County Attorney Brown 
went to Mildred last night to Investi- 
gate the affair and the story they 
bring back is as follows: 

Harding, along with V. U Smith 
and C. E. Moore, both of Iola, and a 
couple of other workmen, were en- 
gaged in attaching some chain "falls" 
to the roof of the building In order to 
do some subsequent heavy lifting. The 
men had boon working outsldo and all 
of their clothes were weet. Smith snd 
Moore were on tthe roof and Harding 
had Btarted to "ride" a couple of 
heavily insulted wires to put himself 
In position to do the work required of 
him. At one Bpot the wires had once 
been repaired and the Insulation re- 
placed with wrappings of wire tape. 
Harding apparently touched both of 
these places with his hands nt the 
same Instant and the 440 volts passed 
through his body. His lifeless form 
was discovered hanging limp over the 
wire a few minutes later. Both hands 
were badly burned nnd a bloodshot 
streak running up one arm, across his 
chest and down the other arm told the 
tale A physician was Immediately 
summoned but his efforts were futile. 

Roy Sleeper, coroner, was sent for 
but after a short Investigation decided 
that no Inquest was necessary as the 
tragedy was quite patently due to un- 
avoidable accident and nothing else. 
The body was given Into the care of 
Mr. Van Buskirk. the Mildred under- 
taker. 

Mr. Harding leaves behind him a 
brother who was working with him in 
Mildred, his wife and his father. His 
wife, Mrs. Edna Hording Is only twen- 
ty years old and comes from Okla- 
homa. His father lives lr Kentucky, 
which Is the original home of the 
Hardlngs, and Is now on his way to 
Mildred. Several years ago Mr. E. W. 
Harding and his family lived In Iola 
nut on South Ohio street. Mr. Harding 
Senior worked In the cement plant 
here and Is well remembered by a 
number of Iola people, all of whom 
are struck with the deepest grief at 
the tragic and untimely end which has 
come to the young Mildred man.

BILL EXPECTED IN SENATE 

House Passes Measure By Overwhelm- 
ing Majority— Now Ready for Bat. 
tie la the Senate 



Washington, March 24. — Passed by 
the House by a vote of 333 to 70, the 
soldiers' bonus bill was mode ready 
to-day for the Senate, where a desper- 
ate fight is expected.

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O WASHINGTON LETTER. © 
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Waahllngton, — The debates now In 
progress In the Senate mark the con- 
cluding chapters of one of the most 
momentous incidents in the history of 
the country. Preliminary votes Indi- 
cate that all of the eight treaties 
which emanated from the armaments 
conference will be ratified by substan- 
tial majorities, but the debates have 
developed a determined opposition to 
some of them. There Is given herewith 
a mrlef outline for each undertaking, 
In order that the reader may see for 
himself the scope of the treaties and 
Judge^of their influence on the future 
of the United States and of the world. 

1. A treaty between the United 
States, the British Empire, Prance, 
Italy, and Japan, limiting naval arm- 
aments. Tho future capital ship ton- 
nage of those countries shall be; 
United States. 625,000; British Km pi re 
525,000; Japan, 315,000; France, 175.- 
000; and Italy. 175,000. No such ship 
oxceeding 35.000 tons shall be built 
Aircraft carrlertonnage: United States 
135.000; British Empire, 135,000; 
Japan 81,000; France, 60,000 and Italy 
50,000. No aircraft carrier exceeding 
27,000 tons Bhall be built. The treaty 
specifies the ships to be scrapped by- 
each power ,tho method of scrapping, 
and the size and number of guns of 
those rctelned. The treaty is to re- 
main in force until December 31, 1936, 
nnd shall continue In force unless one 
of the parties gives two years' notice 
of its termination. 

2. A treaty between the United 
States, the British Empire, France, 
Italy, and Japan limiting the use of 
nubmarlnes and poison gas In war. 

S. A treaty between the United 
States, the British Empire, France, 
and Japan relating to their insular 
possessions in the Taclflc. This Is the 
so-called "Four Power Pact" It pro- 
vides that if a controversy arises be- 
tween any of the parties .the others 
shall be called In for a Joint confer- 
ence. If the Pacaflc rights of either 
are threatened by any other power the 
four countries shall consider whnt 
joint action they mny take to meet the 
emergency. The treaty is to remain In 
force for ten years. 

4. A declarllon accompanying the 
Four Power Treaty to tho effect that 
It shall Include the mandated islands 
In the Pacific, hut shall not bo deemed 
an assent oon the part of the United 
States to those mandates; also exclud- 
ing domestic questions from the ef- 
fect of the treaty. 

5. A treaty supplemental to the 
Four Power Treaty, excluding tho 
main Islands of the Japanese Empire 
from Its influence. 

6. A treaty between the United 
States, Belgium, tthe British Empire, 
China, France, Italy, Japan, The 
Netherlands, and Portugal, relating 
to principles and policies to be follow- 
ed In matters concerning China. The 
treaty reaffirms the Open Door policy 
In China. It respects the sovereignty 
and territorial Integrity of China, 
gives that country the fullest oppor- 
tunity to develop, pledges equal op- 
portunity for the commerce of all na- 
tions in China, und agrees not to take 
advanttnge of conditions In China In 
order to seek special rights. The 
treaty gives details as to how those 
principles shall be observed. 

7. A treaty between the United 
States, Belgium, the British Empire, 
China, France. Italy, Japan, The Neth- 
erlands, and Portugal, undertaking to 
Increase the revenues of China by 
making effective a 5 per cent, ad val- 
orem customs duty. 

88. A treat between the United 
States and Japan preserving Ameri- 
can rights In the Island of Yap In- 
cluding cable privileges. Ratified by 
the Senate on March 1st by a vote of 
G7 to 22. 

TRIALS SHOW MORE FARMERS 
W0LXD PROFIT BY SILO USE. 

Results of beef feeding trials con- 
ducted In various parts of the state 
show that the silo could be added as 
a profitable piece of equipment to 
many Kentucky stock farms that do 
no have one at the present time, beef 
cnttle specialists at the College of Ag- 
riculture say. The state now has 
about 10,000 silos, this number being 
sufficient to take oare of only about 
flvo per cent, of the state's corn crop 
when It Is mado Into silage. It Is said. 

The chief advantages of a silo are 
that It provides economical storage, 
preserves the corn or forage in a suc- 
culent and palatablo condition and 
permits the complete utilization of the 
croy for feed. Rognrdless of whether 
or not it Is mado of hollow tile, creo- 
soted wooden staves, cement staves or 



monolithic concrete, the all must have 
certtain features In order to produco 
sweet silage of a desirable kind, J. B. 
Kelley, head of the college farm en- 
gineering section has pointed out. 

The walls should be amply rein- 
forced to resist the bursting pressure 
of the silage. The greatest amount of 
re-enforcing is needed at the bottom 
and the least at the top. 

In order to permit .even settling of 
the silage to eliminate air pockeets, 
It is essential that the malls of the Bilo 
be' smooth and free from rough spots 
When such air pockets are formed, 
they usually result in spoiled silage. 

In order to produce good silage it 
Is necessary that the air be excluded 
and the water letalned. For this rea- 
son it Is essential that the walls be 
tight. 

Length of the feeding season and 
the number of cattle to be fed will de- 
termine the slxe o tthe silo. Since it 
is necessary to feed from one and one- 
half to two Inches of silage dally off 
the top to keep It sweet, the diameter 
of the silo will vary with the number 
of stock to be fed 
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O FARM AND HOME NEWS O 
O FROM OVER KENTUCKY. O 
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Todd County fanners who are inter- 
ested In the improvement of their 
home orchards will have an opportun- 
ity to observe different methods in 
ten orchards the owners of which will 
cooperate with the College of Agricul- 
ture extension division In following 
recommended methods, according to 
County Agent L C. Graddy. The work, 
which Is said to mark a new interest 
in orcharding, is the result of one 
demonstration conducted last year by 
G. W. Rudd, it Is reported. 

Work in standardizing the farm 
flocks of Harlan county with one 
breed of poultry Is expected to go for- 
ward rapidly this year. County Agelt 
Robert T. Harrison has reported. Or- 
ders already have been received for a 
total of 55 settings of pure-bred hatch- 
ing eggs to be used inthe movement 

Following a series of four nighl 
meetings recently held In the county 
in the interests of a hog cholera and 
cattle tuberculosis eradication cam- 
paign, Washington county farmery are 
showing Increased Interest In stamp- 
ing out these two diseases which an- 
nually cause heavy losses in their 
herds, Assistant County Agent H. R. 
Cottrell has reported. 

In their efforts to improve the meth- 
ods of cattle feeding being followed 
on their farms. Nelson county farmers 
living In the vicinity of BoBton, ac- 
companied by Wayland Rhoads, beef 
cattle extension specialist from the 
College of Agriculture recently took 
an inspection tour to the feed lots of 
eight different farmers In the com- 
munity. Records being kept on the 
different steer feeding practices will 
be discussed at a later meeting, oc- 
cording to County Agent C. L. Hill. 

Records being kept on their poultry 



flocks by 60 Davies county farm wom- 
en who are cooperating with County 
Agent J. W. Whltehouse and the Col- 
lege of Agriculture extension division 
are helping many farmers In that sec- 
tion of the elate solve their problems 
of poultry feeding and management, 
It Is reported.

Huge Number of Hills Offered Result 
In Smmall Number of Laws

Washington. — Analysis of the pro- 
ceedings of the Sixty-sixth Congress 
discloses the fact that during Its ses- 
sion 16,239 public bills were Intro- 
duced in the house and more than 6,- 
000 I nthe senate. In addition, 481 
joint resultions were introduced. As a 
result, 470 new laws became part of 
the national statutes, not including 
124 private bills which were enacted. 

The facts answer the criticism 
Eometlmes aimed at the press by Con- 
gress that it fails adequately to report 
the activities of the national legisla- 
ture and certainly provide food for 
thought for those critics of Congress 
who say It is not sufficiently active. 

Many members of the national leg- 
islature are alive to waste of time and 
effort involver in the mere presenta- 
tion of so many bills, few of which 
can ever receive consideration or be 
made into law. The physical limita- 
tions of hours in a day an ddays In a 
session should, they contend, be con- 
sidered and some means found to 
make It possible to decrease the large 
number of bills presented. Large as 
the number above quoted is, it is less 
than that of some previous years, 
which, as the country is growing, Is 
In Itself an indication that the vast 
majority of bills offered are unneces- 
sary and an obstruction to vital leg- 
islation.
